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PREAMBLE 


This agreement is entered into this 1st day of July, 1995 by and 
between the Board of Education of the Township of Bernards, New Jersey, 
hereinafter called tfie "Board" arul the Bernards Township Education As¬ 
sociation, heremafter called ftie "Associatioru" 

WITNESSETH: 


WHEREAS, the Board and the Association recognize and declare 
with the Administration diat providiirg high quality education for the chil¬ 
dren of the Bernards Town^ip School District is their mutual aim and 
that the charact^ of such education depends predominantly upon the qual¬ 
ity and morale of the teaching service, and 


WHEREAS, the members of the teaching profession are particu¬ 
larly qualified to advise in the formulation of certain policies and pro¬ 
grams designed to improve educational standards, and 

WHEREAS, the Board recognizes and supports its c^Iigation, 
pursuant to Chapter303, Public Laws, 1969, as amended, to negotiate wifli 
the Association as the representative of employees hereiirafter de^gnated 
with respect to the terms and conditions of emplojirrent, and 


WHEREAS, the parties have reached certain understandings 
which they desire to cordirm in the Agreement, in condderation of the 
following mutual convenants, it is hereby agreed as foibws: 


Article I 
RECOGNITION 


The Board hereby recognizes the Association as the exclusive and 
sole representative for collective negotiations concerning the terms and 
conditions of emplcyment for persormel urtder contract, on leave, pres¬ 
ently employed, or employed any time during the contract year by the 
Board, but excluding: 

Superintendent of Schools 

Administrative Assistants to the Supeintendent 

Principals 

Assistant and/or Vice Principals 

Board Secretary and/or School Business Administrator 

Tiansportation Cooidmator 

Director of Pupil Personnel Services 

Secretary to the Superintendent of Schools 
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Secretary to the Asastant Superintendent of Schools 

Secretaries to the Board Secretary and/or School Business Administrator 

Supjervisors 

Director of Education 

Athletic Director 

Unless oftierwise indicated, the term "employee," when used here¬ 
inafter in this Agreement, shall refer to all employees represented by the 
Association in die negotiating unit as above defii^. 

The term "teacher," when used hereinafter in thls^recment, shall 
refer to all prcrfessional persormel. 

Article n 

NEGOTIATION OF SUCCESSOR AGREEMENT 

A. The parties agree to enter into collective negotiations over a successor 
Agreement in accordance witit Chapter 303, Public Laws 1968, as 
amended in a good-faith effort to reach agreement on all matters con¬ 
cerning terms and conditions of employment Such negotiations shall 
begin not later than October 15th of the calendar year in which this 
Agreement expires. Any agreement so negotiated shall be reduced to 
writing, be signed by representatives of die Board and the Associa¬ 
tion, a nd after adoption by the Board and the Association, shall apply 
to all employees. 

6. 1. During negotiation, the Board and the Association shall present 
relevant data, exchange points of view, and make proposals and 
counter-proposals. 

2. Salaries for all new positions within the scope of the BTEA bar¬ 
gaining unit, created by the Board of Educadort at any time during 
the year, shall be considered a part of that unit, and shall be the 
subject of negotiations between the President of ti\e BTEA or des¬ 
ignee of the BTEA and Board of Education prl^ to posting of said 
positions. 

C. Neither party in any negotiations shall have any control over the se¬ 
lection (rf the negotiating representatives of the other party. The par¬ 
ties mutually pl^ge that their representatives shall be clothed with all 
necessary power and autfiority to make proposals, consider propos¬ 
als, and make counterproposals in the course of die negotiations. 

D. 1. Representatives of the Board and fee Assodatiem's negotiation com¬ 

mittee shall meet when either party feels It necessary to review the 
administration of the Agreement and to rraolve problems feat may 
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arise. These meeting are not intended to bypass the grievance pro- 
cedure- 

2. Within a reasonable time prior to Hie meeting, each party shall sub* 
mit to the other an agenda covering matters they wish to discuss. 

3. All meetings between the parties shall be scheduled, whenever pos¬ 
sible, to take place when the teachers involved are free from as¬ 
signed instructional responsibilities, unless otherwise agreed. 

E, This Agreement incorporates the entire understanding of the parties 
on all matters which w«e the subject of negotiation. During the term 
of this Agreement neither party shall be required to negotiate with 
respect to any such matter whether or not covered by this Agreement 
and whetiier or not witfiin the knowledge or contemplation of either 
or both erf the parties at the time Hiey negotiated or executed tfiis Agree¬ 
ment. 

F. This Agreement shall not be modified in whole or in part by the par¬ 
ties except by an instrument in writing duly executed by boflh parties. 

Article ni 

GRIEVANCE PROCEDURE 


A. Defimtions 

1. A "^evance" is a claim based upon Hie interpretation, applica¬ 
tion, or violation of this Agreement or of any other administrative 
decision or policy which affects the terms and cemditions of em¬ 
ployment of an employee or group of employees covered by this 
Agreement made by an employee or the Association. 

2. An "aggrieved person" is the person, or persons, or Association, 
making the claim. 

3. A "party in interest" is the person or persons making the claim and 
any person who mightbe required to take acHon or against whom 
action might be taken in order to resolve the claim. 

B. Purpose 

1. The purpose of this procedure is to secure, at the lowest possible 
level, equitable solutions to the pnrfilems which may from time to 
tune arise affecting Hie welfare or terms and conditions of emplc^- 
ment. Both parties agree tiiat these proceedings will be kept as in¬ 
formal and confidential as may be appropriate at any level of the 
procedure. 

2. Nothing herein contained shall be construed as limiting the ri^t 
of any employee having a problem to discuss the matter informally 
with any appropriate member of the administration and having 
the problem adjusted, provided Hie adjustment is not inconsistent 
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with terms of the Agreement 
C Procedure 

1. Since it is important ttiat grievances be processed as rapidly as pos¬ 
sible, the number of days indicated at each level is a maximum and 
every effort should be made to expedite the process. The time 11m* 
its specified may, however, be extended by mutual agreement. Fail¬ 
ure by the grievant to initiate or process any grievarjce within the 
time limits indicated shall constitute an abandonment of the griev¬ 
ance arid a waiver of any right to proceed. Failure of the BoMd or 
its representative to answer in a timely fashion shall permit the 
grievance to be moved to the next step. 

2. fo the event a grievance is filed at such time that it cannot be pro¬ 
cessed through all the steps in ftis grievarwre procedure by the end 
of the school year, and if left unresolved until the beginnirvg of the 
following school year, could result in irreparable term to either 
party, the time limits set forth herein shall be reduced so that the 
grievance procedure may be exhausted prior to the end of the school 
year or as soon thereafter as is practicable. 

3. Level One-Principal or Immediate Supervisor 

<a) An employee may initially discuss a matter which he/she shall 
identify as a grievance, with the Immediate Supervisor in an 
attempt to settle the malto’ informally. At the request of dther 
the Employee or Supervisor, a building representative and/or 
another admirustrative person (excluding the Superintendent 
or Assistant Superintei^ent) may attend this informal meet¬ 
ing. This informal meeting is not intended to extend tfie time 
limitations as otherwise set forth in this contract. 

(b) In the event the employee is not satisfied by an informal at¬ 
tempt to resolve the problem, he/she shall so inform his/her 
Imn^iate Supervisor by filing a written grievance within forty- 
five (45) school days of the event's occurrence, setting forffi the 
problems to be considered (with an informational copy to the 
Association). Within five school days after receiving the notice, 
a formal meeting to discuss the grievance shall be attended by 
the Immediate Supervise and/or another administrative per¬ 
son (<ncduding the Superintendent or Assistant Superintendent), 
the employee and the building representative of the BTEA. The 
Immediate Supervisor shall provide ttie employee and the BTEA 
a written statement setting forth his/her decision on the griev¬ 
ance which was presented to him/her within five schod days 
of the meeting. If the employee is not satisfied with the resolu¬ 
tion at Level One, the grievances shall then proceed to the next 
level in accordance with the provisions of this agreement. 
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4. Level TWo - Superintendent 

If the aggrieved person is not satisfied with the disposition of 
his/her grievance at Level One, he/she nwy file the grievance in 
writing with the Association within five school days after the deci¬ 
sion at Level One or ten school days after the grievance was pre¬ 
sented, whichever is sooner. Witfjin five sclwd days after receiv¬ 
ing the written grievance, the Association shall refer it to the Su¬ 
perintendent of Schools. The Suf«rintendenl shall tender his/her 
written decision within ten (10) school days of the receipt of the 
grievance. 

5. Level Three - The Board of Education 

If the aggrieved person is not satisfied with the disposition of 
his/her grievance at Level Two, or if no decision has been rendered 
within ten school days after the grievance was delivered to the Su¬ 
perintendent, he/she may within five school days after a decision 
by the Superintendent or fifteen days after the grievance was de¬ 
livered to the Superintendent, whichever is sooner, submit the griev¬ 
ance to the Board. The Board shall have ten (10) school days from 
the receipt of the grievance to render its decision. 

6. Level Four - Arbitration 

(a) If the aggrieved person is not satisfied with the disposition of 
his/hergrievance at Level Three or if no decision has been ren¬ 
dered within five school days of the Board's decision or ten 
school days after the grievance was delivered to the Board, 
whichever is sooner, thegrievant may file a written request with 
the Association to submit the grievaiKe to Arbitration. If the 
Association detennines the grievance to be meritorious, the 
Association may, within ten schex)! days tiom the date of the 
grievant's appeal, submit a written request to the Superinten¬ 
dent requesting ariiitration of the grievance. Grievances con¬ 
cerning: 

1. Any matter fM- which a q?ecific method of review is pre¬ 
scribed either by law or any rule or tegulation of the State 
(Commissioner of Education or any matter which according 
to law is either beyond the scope ^ Beard authority or lim¬ 
ited to action by ^e Board alone; 

2. A complaint of a non-tenure teacher which arises by reason 
of his/her nert being re-employed; 

3. A complaint by any teacher occasioned by appointment to, 
or lack of appointment to, retention in or lack of retention 
in any position for which tenure is either not possible or not 
requir^; as provided in tf>e Board Policy Manual, revised: 
Eieitember 15,1975 paragraph 3.9, "Extra-curricular assign¬ 
ments are on a year to year basis, independent of teaching 
contracts, and do not achieve tenure. Based on recommen- 
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dation of the Superintendent, the Board grants and dis¬ 
continues such assignments as required for the proper func¬ 
tion of the school ^stem. If and when it becomes necessary 
to discontinue such an assignment after being held by one 
teacher for more than one year, his or her immediate supe¬ 
rior will counsel die teacher regarding the reasons for non¬ 
renewal of assignment. If such reasons inve^ve inability to 
perform in the assignment as required, it is understood that 
through prior counseling the individual will have had the 
opportunity to meet the requirements of the assignment." 
shall not be deemed to be arbitrable. 

(b) Within ten school days after receipt of the appeal to arbitration, 
the Board and the Association shall agree on an arbitrator, who 
shall then be contacted and requested to submit available dates 
for hearing tiie grievance. If the Board and the Association are 
unable to agree on the selection of an arbitrator, the Association 
shall request the Public Employees Rdadons Commission to 
sulnnit to parties a list of seven names of potential arbitrators. 
The Board and the Associaticst shall then select hy mutual agree¬ 
ment by a process of alternate striking, an arbitrator from 
the list submitted by PERC. In the event the ^mxess of aller- 
natdy striking names is used, the p>arty to strike first shall be 
determined by coin toss. 

(c) The arbitrator so selected shall confer with the representatives 
of the Board and the Association, shall hold hearings promptly, 
and shall be requested to issue his/her decision within a rea- 
soTteble period of time. The arbitrator's decision shall be in 
writing and shall set forth his/hCT findings of fact, reasoning, 
and conclusons on the issues submitted. The arbitrator shall 
be without power or authority to make any decision which re¬ 
quires the commission of an act prohibited by law or which is 
violative of the terms of this Agreement The decision of the 
arbitrator shall be submitted to Board and the Association 
and shall be final and binding on the parties. 

(d) The cost for the services of the arbitrator, including per diem 
expenses if any, and actual necessary travel, subsistence ex¬ 
penses and the cost of the hearing room shall be borne equally 
by the Board and the Association. Any other expenses incurred 
shall be paid by the party incurring same. 

D. Rights of Employees to Representation 

1. An aggrieved person may be represented at all stages of the griev¬ 
ance procedure by himsclf/herself or, at his/her option, by a rep¬ 
resentative selected orapproved by the Association. When an em- 
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pl(tyee is not represented by the Association, the Association shall 
have the right to be present and to state its views at all stages of the 
grievance procedure. 

2. No reprisals of any kind shall be taken by the Board, any member 
of the administration or its representatives, or any member of the 
Association, any party in interest, any representative, or any other 
participant in grievance procedure by reason of such participa¬ 

tion. 

E. Miscellaneous 

1. If, in the judgement of dte Association, a grievance affects a group 
or class of employees, the Association may process such a griev¬ 
ance through dl levels of the grievance procedure even thou^ the 
a^rieved person does not wish to do so, such a grievance com¬ 
mencing at Level Two. 

2. Decisions rendered at Levels Two, Three and Four of the grie%rance 
procedure shall be in writing setting forth the decisions and the 
reasons therefore and shall be transmitted promptly to all parties 
in interest and to the Q^aiiperson of the A&tociation. 

X All documents, commuiticalions, and records used by the Board in 
dealing with processing of a grievance shall be filed in a separate 
and confidential hie and shall not be kept in the personnel file of 
any of the participants. 

4. Ail documents, communications, and records by the Association 
in dealing with a grievance shall be maintained in a separate and 
confidential file by the Association. 

5. Forms for filing grievances, serving notices, taking appeals, mak¬ 
ing reports and recommeitdations, and other necessary documents 
shall be prepared jointly by the Superintendent and the Associa¬ 
tion and given appropriate distribution so as to facilitate operation 
of the grievance procedure. 

6. All meetings and hearings under this procedure shall not be con¬ 
ducted in public and shall include only such parties in interest and 
their designated or selected representatives, hereintofore referred 
in this Article. 


Article IV 

TEACHER EMPLOYMENT 

A. Every prospective employee shall be given an opportunity to review a 
copy of the current Agreement at the time of his/her interview. A copy 
of the current Agreement ^lall be provided upon employment. 

B. Partial credit for previous teachii^ experience out of the District can 
be given upon the recommoidatian of the Superintendent, and at the 



sole discretion of the Board, but in no case can the new employee be 
placed more than 3 steps below his/her previous experience level and 
must be returned to proper step at the time of tenure. Upon the reoMn- 
mendation of the Supaintendent of Schools, and at the sole discretion 
of the Board o( Education, a new employee may be offered placeirtf^t 
at a higher step than is otherwise required by this Article. Additional 
credit not to exceed four years for military experience or alternative 
civilian service required by the Selective Service System and credit not 
to exceed two years for Peace Corps, VISTA, or National Teacher Corps 
work and time spent on a Fullbright or other approved scholarship 
shall be given upon initial employment. 

C Teachers with previmis teaching experience in the district shall upon 
returning to the system receive full credit on the salary schedule for all 
outside teaching experience in a duly accredited school, military expe* 
rience or alternative civilian service required by the Selective Service 
System, Peace Corps, VISTA, or National Tfeacher Corps workand time 
spent on a Fullbright or other approved scholarship up to the maxi¬ 
mum set forth in Section B above. Such teachers who have not been 
engaged in other teaching or the other activities indicated above shall 
upon returning to the system, be restored to the next position on die 
salary schedule above that at which they left, unless the experience is 
direcQy related to thdr major teaching ^eld. 

D. FYevioudy accumulated unused leave days will be restored to all re¬ 
turning teachers. 

E. 1. Teachers shall be notified of their contract and salary status for the 

ensuing year not later than the date required by law. 

2. The Administratkm will make every erfbrt to inform teachers of 
their grade and subject area teaching as^gnments for the ensuing 
year by June 15th. It is understood that in the event circumstances 
make it educationally desirable that an assignment be changed af¬ 
ter that date, the teaser shall be so notified by mail addressed to 
the teacher's regular mailing address as shown on the school 
records. 

F. A notice of vacancy shah be posted in each building as far in advance 
as is practical. An effc^ will be made to provide candidates fiom within 
the staff (me week's time to submit their applications. Such nertkes 
will be posted for established positions or newly created positions arrd 
shah set forth the qualificatiorts for the position and the application 
procedure. 
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Article V 

TEACHER WORK LOAD 
ACADEMIC RESPONSIBILITIES 
AND 

NON ACADEMIC SERVICES 
A. Academic Responsibilities 

1. It is recognized by the Board and the Association that the teaching 
profession consists la^ly of academic responsibilities (class in- 
struction, lesson planning, evaluating pupils' work, working with 
individual students, working with groups of students in unassigned 
situations and assemblies), and of academically related responsi¬ 
bilities (parent conferences, professional meetings and seminars, 
professional study. State Department of Education and Middle At^ 
lanbc States Evaluations, and public relations}. 

2. Of the academic responsibilities listed, only class instruction need 
take place at regular and aligned times. The following provisions 
shall apply to such instruction: 

a. The daily teaching load in grades K-5 shall not exceed five hours 
of classroom instruction and one hour of extra pupil contact 
Substitutes shall be provided for teachers of spedal sub^ts 
when absent. All teachers in grades K- 5 shall have six (6) prepa¬ 
ration periods per week. Every effort will be made to arrange 
teaching schedules so that teachers in grades K-5 will not have 
more than 2-1 /2 hours of continuous teaching. 

b. The daily teaching load in grades 6-12 shall not exceed five 
teaching periods, each of which shall not exceed fifty minutes, 
except when deemed necessary by the interested Principal and 
agreed tovoluntarily teacher(s} concerned. The Head Build¬ 
ing Representative sh^l be notified of all such sign-ofis after 
they have been obtained. Further exceptions may be made in 
accordance with C5 of the Article. 

c. Teachers in grades 6-12 ^11 not be required to teach more than 
three different subject areas, nor to have more than a total of 
three teaching preparations, except when deemed necessary by 
the interested Principal and agr^ to by the Head Building 
Representative and teacheris) concerned. 

d. Tbachers in grades 6-12 shall not be required to teach continu¬ 

ously for more than three periods, except when deemed neces¬ 
sary by the interested Principal ai\dagre^ toly^ the Head Build¬ 
ing Representative and teacheris) concerned. However, on the 
school days that have been reduced in the total length for any 
reason, the Administration may charrge the order of the day’s 
periods, even though some st^ members may have to leach 
more than three cotwecuHve periods under the revised daily 
schedule. ® 



e. To afford the Administration some flexibility in scheduling in 
grades 6-12 (in the event that the Administration may wish to 
institute any non-traditional form of scheduling) the length of 
classes may exceed 50 minutes, provided that no teacher has 
more tiwi five classes (rollbook/instructional groups) whose 
weekly total meeting time does not exceed 1250 minutes. Fur¬ 
thermore, any weekly instructional schedule must provide ev¬ 
ery teacher with a preparation period of at least 40 nunutes per 
day, or preparation time divid^ into twenty minute segments. 
Teachers in grades 6-8 shall have flve (5) preparation periods 
per week and teachers in grades 9-12 shall have six <6) prepara¬ 
tion periods per week. Middle School teachers shall luve five 
(5) team planning periods and teachers at the High School shall 
have four (4) tutorials/planning periods. The above paragraph 
in noway rescinds Article Y, Section A, paragraph's 2c or d. 

f. Each teacher shall be assigned to one period (not to exceed 50 
minutes) per day, four days a week to a resource room or learn¬ 
ing OMtter/station (media or computer room) for tutorial pur¬ 
poses or to a team teaching planning p)eriod. For ftese four pe¬ 
riods, teachers shall keep a record of students who avail them¬ 
selves of hnorial assistance. A procedure for im|hementation 
shall be developed. It is understood that the sole purpose of the 
log being maintained is to track the use of the tutorial period. It 
shall not be used in any way that might be construed as reflect¬ 
ing on the performance of the staff members. EHiring these 4 
periods, teachers shall be assigned to a station. These periods 
are predicated upon the 9 period (including lunch) school day. 
Should the school day be reduced in number of periods, the 
assignment of tutorial/planning periods cannot t^ place. In 
addition, any daily schedule must guarantee every teacher at 
least or^ prep period per day. A teacher who hasalready signed 
a ntemorandum of understanding to teach more than 25 peri¬ 
ods per week (Article V, C, 5.) cannot be scheduled for a com¬ 
bined total of instructional periods and tutorial/planning/ac¬ 
tivity periods greater than 30 per week. 

3. To facilitate working with studentsb^ond the classroom, each teacher 
shall be available a minimum of fifteen minutes immediately follow¬ 
ing the dismissal of students at thc^ end of each school day for the pur¬ 
pose of working with individual students or groups of students. The 
15 minutes formerly designated as unassigned time for working vrith 
students beyond the cla^room shall be incorporated within the teach¬ 
ing workday for grades 9-12 effective in the 1994-95 school year. There¬ 
fore, teachers in the High School shall not be required to be available 
beyond the work day. Arrangements for the use of this time may be 
initiated by either the teacher or the students. Those teachers who have 
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extra-curricular responsibilities (i.e. coaches) which make this impos¬ 
sible shall make individual airangemenB with their principals. 

4. From time to tirm, the Association may present proposals for released 
time days to be used to improve the quality of education in the dis¬ 
trict. Such proposals shall be presented to the Administration for con¬ 
sideration and if accepted, s^U be forwarded to the Board for final 
approval. 

5. Teachers may be required to attend no more than two evening assign¬ 
ments or meetings each school year, unl^ released time is provided 
the day of that evening; said assignments for evenings, will be held 
Wednesday whenever possible. 

B. Non -Academic Services 

1. Bodi parties recognize that there are operational functions not di¬ 
rectly related to the educational process which are performed most 
effectively by members of the teaching staff. 

a. These functions include before and after school supervision of 
students (grades 6-12 only), bus duty, cafeteria supervision 
(grades 6-12 ortly), classroom supervision prior to start of in¬ 
struction (grades 6-8 only), and other services traditionally per¬ 
formed by teachers (hall duty, study hall). 

b. In grades 6-12, to insure an equitable distribution of these non- 
academic services, each teacher shall have no more than 250 
minutes or 5 periods per week of non-academic pupil contact 
(See V. A.2.e.), and it shall be limited in rrature to those func¬ 
tions listed in Article V. Each teacher shall have dw op¬ 
portunity in May to inform his/her Building Principal of his/ 
her first and second preferences in regard to these non-academic 
services. Using this list of prefermvees as a guide, the assign¬ 
ment of these non-academic services shall be made 1^ the 
Building's Rincipal or Vice Principal in consultation with the 
Association's Head Building Representative. 

c. To hirther insure an equitable distribution of these non-academic 
services, a tMcher who is being paid for an extracurricular ac¬ 
tivity or a non-teaching assignment shall not also be relieved of 
school dudes described in this Agreement. 

2. It is further recognized by the Board of Education and the Associa¬ 
tion tiiat certain non-academic services can be effectively perfwmed 
by persons other than teachers. Therefore, both parties agree to the 
following provisiems: 

a. Teachers may not be required to collect funds. 

b. A teacher shall not be required to compile PTA or Home and 
School Association student lists. 

c. A teacher shall not be required to drive students to activities 
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which take place away from the school building, but may do so 
voluntarily with the advance approval of his/her Principal. For 
teachers authorized by the Superintendent to transport duldren 
in their own cars, the Board will require that each teacher file in 
the Board Secretary's office a Certificate of Insurance specify¬ 
ing $500,000/$1 .,o6o, 000 coverage. The Board will reimburse 
each teacher in an amount not to exceed $42 per year for the 
added cost of such additional insurance. 

C. Miscellaneous 

1. Teachers will be permitted to leave after termination of the last 
scheduled period for students upon completion of any other as- 
agned or scheduled professional duties or any other academically 
related responsibilities, except in cases that are specified in A.3and 
B.1 of this Article. Teachers dtall indicate ttteir presence for duty 
\»y placing a check mark in foe appropriate column of the foculty 
roster. 

2. Teachers may leave foe building without requesting permission 
during their scheduled duty-free lunch period and/or during 
preparation periods provided notice is given to some person des¬ 
ignated by the Building Principal. 

3. The President of the Assoclaticm for the term of this contract foal) 
be relieved of all non-teaching duties within the school day, except 
fw those activities in which all faculty members are asked to par¬ 
ticipate. For a newly installed President of the Association (one who 
has not been President the previous year), such relief may be de¬ 
layed by the Administration, but must begin no later foan foe be- 
girming of the ensuing academic year. In addition, upon approval 
of foe Superintendent, foe President or dcsigrtce may be given re¬ 
leased time to conduct busirwM of benefit to foe district 

4. The practice of using a regular teacher as a substitute, therd^ de¬ 
priving him of his preparation period, is undesirable and shall be 
discouraged. In those cases where regular substitutes are notavail- 
aWe, regular teachere who vdunteer may be used as substitutes 
during their non-teaching time. In foe absence of volunteers, a 
teachtf may be assigned to serve as a substitute. Volunteers and 
assigned teachers shall be paid as per Schedule N. 

5. Should it appear tobc cxlucationally sound, a teacher may exchange 
his/her peii^ of non-academic pupil contact for an additional class 
with the mutual agreement of the Building Principal. 

6. All increases in foe length of the school day, as it affects the length 
of each teacher's work day, (i.e., the total daily time teachers are 
required to be in foe school building) will be subject to negdia- 
tk>i\s. 
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Article VI 

TEACHER WORK YEAR 

A. 1. The in-schoc^ work year for leach<as employed on a ten month 

basis (other than new personnel who may be required to attend an 
additional one day of orientation) shall not exceed one hundred 
eighty-seven days, two days of which shall be designated for the 
sole purpose of staff development, wittt ruj student contact time. 

2. The in-s^ool work year of teachers employed on an eleven month 
basis shall not cxcc^ two hundred and seven days. 

3. The in-school work year shall include days when pupils are in at¬ 
tendance, orientation days, and any other days on which teacher 
attendance is required. 

B. The detailed schocri calendar shall be formulated by the Administra¬ 
tion. A copy of the proposed calendar will be sent to the Association 
for its consideration prior to the Board's approval. 

Article VII 
EMPLOYEE RIGHTS 

A. Pursuant to Chapter 303, Public Law 1968, as amended, the Board 
hereby agrees that every employee of tite Board shall have the right 
tieely to organize, )oin and support the Association and its affiliates 
for the purpose of engaging in collective negotiatiorts and other con¬ 
certed activities for mutual aid and protection. As a duly selected body 
exercising governmental power under the laws of the State of New 
Jersey, the Board undertakes and agrees that it shall not directly or 
indirectly discoura^ or deprive or coerce any employee in the «>joy- 
ment of any rights conferred by Chapter STO, l^blic Laws 1968 or othCT 
Laws of New Jersey or Other Constitutiottt of New Jersey ^ait^t any 
emplc^ee wiffi respect to hours, wages, or any terms or coi^itions of 
employment by reason of his/her memb«ship in the Association and 
its affiliates, his/her participation in any activities of the Association 
and its affiliates, collective negotiations with the Board, or his/ her 
institution of any grievance, complaint cw proceeding under this Agree¬ 
ment or otherwise with respect to any terms or conditions of employ¬ 
ment. 

B. Nothing contained herein shall be construed to deny or restrict to any 
employee such rights as he/she may have under New Jersey School 
Laws or other applicable laws and regulation. The rights granted to 
employees hereunder shall be deemed to be in addition to those pro¬ 
vided elsewhere. 
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C. No employee shall be disciplined, reprimanded, reduced in rank or 
compensation or deprived of any professional advantage without just 
cause. Any such action asserted by the Board, or any agent or repre¬ 
sentative dtereof, shall be subject to the grievance procedure herein set 
fortit. 

Article Vin 

ASSOCIATION RIGHTS AND PRIVILEGES 

A. The Board agrees to furnish to the Association in response to reason¬ 
able requests from time to time all available ii\formation concerning 
toe financial resources of toe district, including but not limited to: an¬ 
nual financial reports and audits, agendas and minutes of all Board 
meetings, student enrollment data, individual and group teacher l^alto 
insurance premiums and experience figures, and such otoer informa¬ 
tion that shall assist the Association in developing Intelligent, accu¬ 
rate, informed and constructive programs on behalf of the teachers 
and toeir students, together with information which may be necessary 
for the Association to process any grievance or complaint. 

B. The Assexnation shall have, in each school building, the exclusive use 
of a bulletin board in each faculty loimge and teachers’ dining room. 
The Association toall also be assigned adequate space on the bulletin 
board in the central office for Association notice. The IcKation of toe 
Asscx;iation bulletin boards in each room slull be designated by the 
Assexnation. Copies of all materials to be posted on such bulletin boards 
shall be given to the Building Principal for his apjnoval before post¬ 
ing. 

C. The Association shall have the right to use the inter-schcx>l mail facili¬ 
ties and school mail boxesas it deems necessary and witouut approval 
of Building Principals cjr other members of the Administration. Such 
communication shall bear signature of oHicers of toe Association. The 
Building Representative shall be responsible for toe distribution of 
materials to members. 

D. The rights and privileges of the Asscxiatirai and its representatives as 
set forth in toe Agreement shall be granted only to the Association, 
and to no other te^er representative agency. 

E. The Board shall develop orientation piograms for new teachers and 
shall afford the Association the opportunity to make a presentation 
during the cxientation program. 
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Article IX 

TEACHER EVALUATION AND 
PERSONNEL RECORDS 


A. In order to ericourage tfie maximum development of each teacher and 
to aid in making employment decisions, the Administration shall cany 
out a policy of adequate observation and constructive evaluation. 

B. Observation 

1. Frequency 

a. Tenure teachers a minimum of one visitation per year 

b. Non-tenure teachers: a minimum of one visitation per semes¬ 
ter, or three per year 

c. If a teacher is observed the minimum number of times per se¬ 
mester or year, the observations should be sef^aled by two (2) 
weeks or more. 

2. Observations should be atdlfferent hours of the school day to per¬ 
mit the teacher to be se^ in a variety of teaching and child-^n- 
dling situations. 

3. A "Record of Classroom Visit" form shall be completed by the ob¬ 
server in every case of a formal visitation. The prindpal's copy shall 
be signed by the teacherand filed in the teacher'sindividual folder. 
One copy of this record shall be given to the teacher. 

4. An evaluation conference shall be held after each formal observa¬ 
tion, and the teacher shall be given die evaluative material at least 
one day prior to the conference. 

C. Evaluation 

1. Formal annual evaluations of teachers shall be conducted as fol¬ 
lows: 

a. Tenure teachers: as required by the Administration or at the 
request of the teacher; 

b. Non-tenure teachers: annually. 

2. Such formal evaluation shall include a discussion between the 
Administration and the teacher of the teacher'sstrengtiis and weak¬ 
nesses. 

3. A teacher shall be given a copy of any aassroom Visit or Evalua¬ 
tion Report and any other ev^uativc material at least one day prior 
to any conterence at which the evaluation is to be discussed. 

D. Personnel Records 

1. Personnel records maintained by the Administration should in gen¬ 
eral contain the following kinds of material: 
a. Academic credentials and personal references, which should 
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be retatncd permanently. The ccnhdentiality of such documents 
must be protected. 

b. Material involving formal evaluation of the staff member. Such 
material shall have been discussed with and signed by the em¬ 
ployee prior to becoming apart erf his/her file under established 
procedures and should be retained for as long as deemed ap¬ 
propriate by the Administration. 

c. Other material invdving the staff member. 

2. Personnel files shall be reviewed annually by dre rcspon^le su¬ 
pervisor. A teacher shall have the right to review his/her person¬ 
nel file annually, and should set up an appointment for the review. 
The teacher shall also have the right to submit a written response 
to anything in his/her file for placement therein. The response must 
be submitted wittiin (6) months of the teacher's first receipt or 

first review of the material being responded to, whichever occurred 
first. 

£• Communications from ttte Public 

1. The Board and the Association shall encourage an atmosphere of 
open communications between die school system and the public. 
It is understood and agreed that the Administration will encour¬ 
age citizens to resolve any complaints at the lowest level: staff mem¬ 
ber, Principal/Supervisor, Superintendent. 

2. Complaints from the public involving die performance of a par¬ 
ticular staff member should be discussed informally by the citizen 
with the responsible Principal. Prior to any action being taken on 
the complaint, the teacher concerned shall be apprised of the na¬ 
ture of the complaint by his/her immediate supervisor, and offered 
an opportunity to respond* Any con^Iaint wHch is not satisfacto¬ 
rily resolved will then be submitted in writing to the Superinten¬ 
dent by the ccmiplainant. The Supjerintendent will make a recom¬ 
mendation for the resolution of the complaint and will forward the 
recommendation to the Board of Education and the teacher. 

3. The Board shall not entertain questions or discussions in public on 
any matter involving die performance of a staff member unless it 
has had an opportunity to review the written complaint 

Article X 
CLASS SIZE 

A. Building Principals shall provide the Head Building Representatives 
with a complete and specific list of each teacher's pupil load by Octo¬ 
ber 1 of each school year. 



Article XI 

PROFESSIONAL IMPROVEMENT 


A. In our rapidly changing society teachers must constantly review cur¬ 
ricular content, teaching methods and materials, educational philoso¬ 
phy and goals, social change and other topics related to education. 
The Board recognizes that it shares with its professkmal staff responsi¬ 
bility for the upgrading and updating ot teacher performaiure and atti¬ 
tudes. The Board and the Association support the principle of con¬ 
tinuing training of teachers aitd the improvement of instruction. The 
parties further agree that each teacher should fulfill the obligation for 
professional improvement in ways that best serve his/her own prob¬ 
lems, functioi\s, interests and nc^ as they relate to the District. 

B. 1. OnehalfofthecostofTegistrationandtultionor$225peracademic 

year whichever is greater for further study will be paid to teachers 
with complete certification (standard or permanent certificates) as 
applied to courses taken in isolation (not part a degree program). 
Up to one hundred percent (1(X)%) reimbursement will be provided 
(or courses which are a jr^rt of a degree progriun related to the 
field of education, however, such expense shall be capped at the 
pCT iTcdit rate charged by Rutgers, the State University at the time 
the course is taken. Those staff members who vm'e accepted for 
oirollment in such a degree program as of July 1,1995 ^all not 
have this expense capped. Where such reimbursement is expected, 
courses must have prior approval of the Superintendent of ^hools. 
Computation of reimbursement due to teachers must be based on 
the academic year during which the course(s) were taken, even 
though request for reimbursement may have to be made at the be¬ 
ginning of the ensuing academic year. 

2. Full reimbursement of all reasonable expenses will be made to teach¬ 
ers who are required or requested by the Administration, or re¬ 
quest and receive approval of the Administration, to attend work¬ 
shops, seminars, conferences, in-service training sessions, or other 
professional meetings. 

3. A Staff College shall be established as a part of the in-service train¬ 
ing program. Non-tenured staff members, other than those who 
are participating in either the mentoring or alternative route pro¬ 
grams, sh^ be required to attend 15 clock hours of training per 
year, which are not acruable towards credit on the salary guide. In¬ 
servicing scheduled during the work day shall not count towards 
the 15 hours. Participation in such training is voluntary for ten¬ 
ured staff members. 

In-service courses relating to instructional issues conducted out¬ 
side of the school day/year, will be eligible fw one (1) credit for 
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each twenty (20) clock hours. Such credits shall be applicable to¬ 
wards advancement on the salary guide for all emplc^ees. 

Staff members who teach such courses shall be eligible to choose 
between receiving credit on the salary guide or receiving a stipend 
for teaching the first time they teach the course. Thereafter, they 
shall receive a stipend. 


Article Xn 
SICK LEAVE 

A. The primary purpose of rfck leave is to rover the absence of an em¬ 
ployee from school in the event of personal illness that would make 
his/her presence in school inadvisable. Side leave appli« only to ab¬ 
sences resulting from illness of the employee themselves; absence 
caused by illness in the immediate family is described in Article XIV 
Temporary Leave of Absence. 

B. Non-tenure teachers shall be allowed 10 days sick leave. Effective July 

1. 1993, tenured staff will have 13 days of sick leave, in accordance 
with State Law, unused sick leave days shall be accumulated and pro¬ 
rated to employees who are employed part of a year. 

C Teachers transferred from another district within the State shall be al¬ 
lowed one-half of all the skk leave days accumulated in the prior dis¬ 
trict up to a maximum of 45 days. 

D. The Board of Education through administrative channels, reserves the 
right to have the reason(s) for absence due to illness vaUdated by a 
doctor's statement. As a general rule, sudi a request will not be made 
until after the third day of illness. 

ArUcle XIU 

SICK LEAVE REIMBURSEMENT 

A. Effective July 1,1982 titc Board of Educatten shall implement a plan 
for reimbursement of accumulated sick leave days payable at retire¬ 
ment as follows: 

}. All sick leave days accumidatcd prior to July 1,1982 may be used 
for actual sick leave or n\ay be cr^ited toward reimbursement 

2. During the period ftom July 1,1982 to July 1,1993, the limit for 
days accruable towards reimbursement is 10 days per school year. 

3. Effective July 1,1993, the number of days entitled for reimburse¬ 
ment shall include all allowable days. 

4. Reimbursement at retirement shall be at the rate as per Schedule 
N. 
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5. In the event of a prolonged illness requiring use of sick leave days, 
an employee can use all sick days which have been previously ac- 
cumulated. 

6. All employees shall be notified yearly by Seprt. 15 of their accumu¬ 
lated sick days as of the closing of the precedii^ school year and of 
the accumulated sick days applicable to reimbursement. 

Article XIV 

TEMPORARY LEAVE OF ABSENCE 

A. Leaves of absence with full pay shall be granted annually for the fol¬ 
lowing reasons; 

Occasion 

Upon approval of the Principal 

1. For personal illness in the immediate family (spouse, child, parent, 
grandparent wherever living, or other relative living in the 
empk^ee‘s immediate household). 

Maximum Allowance: 5 days per year 

2. For death in the immediate family (spouse, child, par^t, brother, 
sister, father-in-law, mother-in-law). 

Maximum Allowance: 5 days per occasion 

3. For other deathin the family, (^ndchild, grandparent, uncle, aunt, 
nephew, niece, cousin, brother-in-iaw, sister-in-law, son-in-law, 
daughter-in-law). 

Maximum Allowance: 1 day per occasion 

4. For the purpose of visiting other schools or attending meetings or 
conferences of an educational nature. 

Maximum Allowance: 2 days per occasion 

B. 1. For reasons of the need to discharge a business or family obliga¬ 

tion or responsibility which cannot te handled outside school hours. 
A personal leave day cannot lurrmally be used the day before or 
the day after a holiday or vacation period or the first or last day of 
the teacher's school term. Application through tire teacher’s Princi¬ 
pal shall ordinarily be made at least three days prior to the leave. 
Extreme ^tuations can arise, which make three day notification 
impc^ible, and will be judged an individual basis. Except for 
said situations, such da}^ will Ire granted automatically. 

Maximum Allowance: 2 days per year. 

2. For jury duty. 

Maximum Allowance: As required 

3. Forappearanceinanylegalprocecdingeonnectedwiththeteacher's 
employment or with the school system or in any other legal pro¬ 
ceeding if the teacher is required by law to attend. 
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Maximum Allowance: As required 
4. For temporary active duty with any unit of the U3. Reserves or the 
State National Guard provided such obligation cannot be fulfilled 
when school Is not in session. The employee shall be paid his/her 
regular pay in addition to any pay which he/she receives from the 
Federal or State Government. 

Maximum Allowance: As required 

C. Upon notification to the Sup)erintendent, a maximum of four days each 
for two representatives to attend conferences of state and national af¬ 
filiates shall be granted. 

D. Payment for other leaves of absence or emergency absence may be 
granted by the Superintendent witft Board apfvoval, with or without 
full pay. For purposes of this article, the term "without pay" means the 
per diem salary. 


Article XV 

EXTENDED LEAVES OF ABSENCE 

A. A leave of absence without pay of up to two years shall be granted to 
any teacher who, as a full-time participant: 

1. Joins the Peace Corps. 

2. Joins VISTA. 

3. Joins the National Tbacher Corps. 

4. Serves as an exchange teacher. 

5. fe offered and accepts a Fullbright or other approved scholarship. 

Provided he/she makes application for reinstatement within 90 days 
after completion of his/her obligation and upon approved return from 
such leave, a teacher shall be considered as if he/she had been actively 
employed by the Board during the leave. He/ she shall be placed on 
the salary schedule at the level he/she would have achieved had he/ 
she not been absent provided, however, that time spent on said leave 
is not counted toward the fulfillment of the time required for acquir¬ 
ing tenure. 

B. A military leave without pay shall be granted to any teacher who is 
inducted or enlists in any branch of the Armed Forces of the U.S. until 
expiration of the first wdistment or the duration of the national emer¬ 
gency. Such teacher shall be reinstated to a position in the system with 
full credit including annual increments provided, however, that he/ 
she makes application tor reinstatement within 90 days after discharge 
from the Armed Forces. 
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C. Child Care Leave 

The Board shall grant care leave in accordance with the provisions 
herein. Such leave shall be wiQiout pay, except that during periods of 
maternity disability leave, salary shall be paid in accordance with the 
sick leave statutes, policies and this Agreement. 

1. The Board shall grant child care leave without pay to tenured em¬ 

ployees because of the birth of a child for a peri^ of no more than 
two (2) full school years, plus the balance of the sdhool year in which 
theUrth occurred. If a shorter period is requested, the return date 
must dthcT be the beginning of the school year, or the beginning of 
the second semester. Non>tenured employees shall be granted child 
care leave only for the remainder of contract year in which the 

birth occurred. All such leaves must commence, when possible, on 
the first day of a semester and end on the last day of a semester 
(February 1, September 1). 

2. An employee must apply for child care leave at least thirty (30) 
days prior to the start of the leave, unless an enwgency prevents 
such notice. The request must state the anticipated date of begin¬ 
ning d the leave and the anticipated date of return. 

3. Any employee who becomes pregnant may at ha- discretion elect 
to use ali or any portion of her accumulated sick leave during any 
portion of her pregnancy that her physician certihes she is physi¬ 
cally unable to work by applying in writing at least thirty (30) days 
prior to the beginning of such leave, unless an emergency prevents 
such notice. Such period shall be referred to as sick leave and the 
eniq>loyee shall receive full pay and benefits during said period. It 
is required that the employee produce her physician's certificate in 
support of her request for the use of sick leave days. Her physidaris 
certificate is subject to agreement by the Board's physician based 
up>on the employee's m^ical records arul upon ccmsultation with 
tire employee's physician. If after such analysis the Board of 
Education's physidan and the employee's physician are unable to 
agree, then the two physidans shall agree in good faith on a third 
impartial physician, who shall examine the empk^ee, at the Board's 
expense, and whose medical opinion shall be conclusive and bind’ 
ing on the medical issue. Where medical opmkxt is supportive of 
the sick leave to any employee, the commencement and termina¬ 
tion dates thereof may be further extended or reduced for medical 
reasons upon an application by the employee to file Board. Such 
exten^on or reduction shall be granted by the Board, provided the 
employee produces a physidan's certificate in support of the re¬ 
quest^ change, which certificate is subject to agreement by the 
Board's physician as above provided. 

4. Any employee who does not elect to take a child care leave may 
coittinue to perform her duties as long as physically able to do so 
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and will be entitled to return when her physician certifies that she 
is physically able to do so. The period of such absence will be 
deemed fee same as for any other physical disability, and she will 
be entitled to her annual and accumulated sick leave with pay dur¬ 
ing the period of disability. 

5. Upon return from a child care leave absence, fee employee shall 
be reinstated in his/her same poation a similar position for which 
he/she is certified. 

6. The Board is under no compulsion to continue the employmentof 
a non-tenured employee btyond the contracted period so long as 
the non-renewal of employment is not based solely upon a condi¬ 
tion of pregnancy or cMldbirth. The child care leave period shall 
ntrt be counted for tenure purposes. 

7. Any employee who has b^n granted a child care leave of absence 
will be advanced a full salary guide step if he/she works more 
than ninety (90) teaching days in a given school year. Any days 
that school is closed for emergency reasons (such as snow) during 
the nine^ (90) plus days feat he/she has elected to work shall not 
be deducted irom the total days he/ she has elected to work. 

8- Child care leave shall also be available to an employee who adopts 
a child under the same conditions set forth above. In such a case, 
the employee shall make application at least thirty (30) days prior 
to fee beginning of such leave, unless an emergency prevents such 
notice. Tlie application of the wnployee shall be accompanied by 
an affidavit verifying the adoptiem, in support of the requested child 
care leave dates. 

9. In the event feat the need for child care leave is negated, fee em¬ 
ployee may request to return to his/her position at an earlier date. 
Upon the recommendation of the Superintendent and fee approval 
of fee Board, an employee may leave or return at an earlier date 
than initially requested. 

10. Upon return from a leave of absence under this Article, fee em¬ 
ployee shall retain any unused sick leave. Any additional sick leave 
^tall not accumulate during the period of the leave of absence. 

11. If an employee becomes pregnant after fee birth for which she has 
been grant^ a child care leave and prior to fee termination of such 
leave, the Board shall, upcm requ^t, extend the original child care 
leave for a maximum of one year, wife fee provision that the ex¬ 
tended return date shall coincide wife the commencement of ei¬ 
ther the beginning of the school year or fee beginning of the sec¬ 
ond semester of the school year. Sick leaves shall not apply to the 
pregnancy subsequent to the birth for which the employee has been 
granted child care leave. 

12. In the case of miscarriage or stillbirth, fee employee may elect to 
return to her position at an earlier date. Upon the recommendation 
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of Ihe Superintendent and the approval of the Board, an employee 
may leave or return at an earlier date than provided herein. 

D. Any teacher who is elected or selected for a full-time public office which 
takes him/her from his/her teaching duties shall be granted a leave 
without pay for the term of such office or two years, whichever is less. 
Unless such teacher returns within this time limit, the leave shall ter¬ 
minate unless it has been renewed for a specific period with the ap¬ 
proval of the Superintendent. 

E. Other extended leaves of absence without pay may be granted by the 
Board on the recommendation of the Superintendent. 

F. Upon return fiom an extended leave, he/she shall be assigned to the 
same job, if available, or to a substantially equivalent positicm. 

Article XVI 

SABBATICAL LEAVES 

A. A sabbatical leave of up to one year may be granted to a teacher by the 
Board on the reconunendaticHi of the Superintendent for study, for 
travel, or other activities of value to the s^oot ^stem, sul^t to the 
foDowir^ conditions: 

1. The teacher has completed at least seven full teaching years of ser¬ 
vice in the Bernards Towm^p School District, Such years need not 
be consecutive. 

2. Such leaves shall be granted to no more than two eligible teachers 
at any one time. 

3- Requests for such leave must be received by the SuperinteiKlent in 
writing no later than March 15, in such forms as may be mutually 
agreed upon by the Superintendent and the Association. Action 
must be taken on all such requests no later than April 15 of the 
school year for which the leave is requested. 

4. The teacher shall enter into a contract to continue in the service of 
the Bernards Tbwnshlp School District for a period of at least two 
(2) years after the expiration of such leave . The teacher shall ex¬ 
ecute a promissory note equivalent to ttte payment received while 
on leave. This note will be discharged at a rate of fifty peramt (50%) 
after completion of one (1) year of service to the Board, and com¬ 
pletely discharged after two (2) years. The teacher shall not be con¬ 
sidered to be in violation of this provision in the event that failure 
to return to employment with the Bernards Township Di^ct is 
caused by the death of the teacher or fiie disability of the teacher as 
certified by the trustees of the Teacher Pension and Annuity Fund. 
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B. A teacher on sabbatical leave shall be paid by the Board at the rate of 
seventy-five percent (75%) times one-half of his/her base salary for a 
half year's sabbatical leave or fifty percent (50%) times his/her full 
year's salary for a full year's leave. Such payments shall be made in 
accordance with the normal pay schedule. 

C. Upon return fnmt sabbatical leave, the teacher shall be placed on the 
salary schedule at the level which he/she would have achieved had 
he/she remained actively employed in the system during the period 
of his/her absence. He/she shall continue as an emplc^ee in the Ber- 
nanis Township System for a minimum of two years unless tite partis 
mutually agree otherwise. Upon return, the teacher shall submit to the 
Superintendent a written report summarizing Mich activities while 
such leave. This is not to be considered a request for approval. 

D. During the period of the leave, the Board shall maintain the teacher's 
pension payments based upon his/her full salary. 

Article XVII 

INSURANCE PROTECTION 

A. Effective July 1,1995 and continuing for the term of this Agreement, 
the Board dtall provide health-care insurance protection, 'fiie Board 
shall pay the full premium for employees and their dependents under 
this plan. Part time noncertified employees who work at least 20 hours 
per week shall become eligible the September 1 of the school year fol¬ 
lowing initial employment. 

B. Effective July 1,1995 and continuing for die Iwm of this Agreement, 
the Board shall provide a dental benefit insurance plan for which the 
Board shall pay the monthly premium for airolled employees and 
dependents. Tlw dental plan in effect from September 1,1995 will be 
Delta Premier. Dental coverage CAPS shall be floated to the rate in 
effect as of June 30,1998. 

C. For each employee who remains in the employ of the Board for the full 
school year, the Board shall make payment of insurance premiums to 
provide insurance coverage for the full twelvemonth period commenc¬ 
ing July first and ending June thirtieth; when necessary, premiums on 
behalf of the employee shaU be made retroactirely or prospectively to 
insure uninterrupted participation and coverage. 

D. The Board shall provide to each employee a description of the health¬ 
care insurance coverage provided under Ais article; this shall include 
a clear description of coi^itions and limits of coverage. 
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E. At any time, insurance carriers may be changed but only by mutual 
agreement of the Board of Education and the BTEA. 

F. Major h&dical Insurance Osverage for Retirees: The followii^ condi¬ 
tions apply to any employee electing Major Medical Insurance cover¬ 
age as a letiree: 

1. The total annual premium cost of dte major medical insurance must 
be paid in full to the Board Secretary ly the retired employee, in 
accordance with the insurance company requu'^^ntcnts. Further, any 
p>remium increase occurringeitherduringa contractyearor in sub¬ 
sequent contract years must be paid by the retired employee. 

2. The retiree must remain continually enrolled in the major medical 
plan. If the retiree does not remain enroUed because failure to 
pay the premium or ferr other cause, the retiree is not eligible to 
reinstate the program. 

3. Retired employees may belong to the major medical plan cw\ly un¬ 
til such time as they become eligible to participate in another major 
medical plan through their spouse or other employment. 

4. This plan will be open to and in effect for all personnel in the bar¬ 
gaining unit for the period beginnii^ July 1,1995 and ending June 
30,1998. Extension of the plan beyond June 30, 1998 is subject to 
negotiations between die BTEA and the BTBE. Employees who elect 
the plan prior to June 30,1998 will be held save harmless horn any 
non-renegotiation of the plan. 

Article XVIU 
SALARIES 

A. The salaries of all employees covered by this Agreement are set forth 
in Schedules A through N which are attached hereto and made a part 
hereof. 

B. 1. Employees on a twelve-month basis shall be paid in twenty-four 

semi-monthly installments. 

2. Employees on a ten-mondi basis, including Instructional Aides and 
School Aides, shall be paid in twenty equal semi-monthly install¬ 
ments. 

3. When a p>ay day falls on or during a school holiday, vacation or 
weekend, employees shall receive their pay checks on the last pre¬ 
vious working day. 

4. Employees shall receive their final checks and the pay schedule for 
the following year on the last working day in June. Final pay will 
only be released if all duties have been completed. 

5. Any employee who is employed to serve on less than a full-time 
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basis shall be paid on a pro-rated share of the basic full-time salary 
of the position for which said employee is engaged. 

C An employment or adjustment increment may be withheld in whole 
or in part for inefficiency or other just cause related to the performance 
of duties and only in accordance with the following: 

1. No increment or part thereof shall be withheld unless a teacher has 
been evaluated in accordance with Article IX, Teacher Evaluation 
and Personnel Records, of this Agreement. 

2. The immediate supervisor and/or Principal shall not forward any 
recommendation to withhold a teacher's irtcrement or a part thereof 
through the Superintendent to the Board unless at least sixty (60) 
calendar days prior thereto, and in no case later than June 30 of the 
preceding school year in which such action would take effect, the 
Principal has given to the teacher against whom ttre recomn^nda- 
tion will be made, written notice of the alleged causefs) for the rec¬ 
ommendations specifying the nature there^ with such particulars 
as to furnish the teacher an opportunity to correct and overcome 
diesan^. 

3. Once a recommendation is forwarded to the teacher and the Board, 
the teacher may witiiin ten (10) school days request a hearing. 

Article XIX 

DEDUCTIONS FROM SALARY 

A. The Board agrees to deduct from the salaries of its employees dues for 
the Bernards Township Education Association, Somerset County Edu¬ 
cation Association, the New Jersey Education Association, and the 
National Education Associaticto. Such deductions shall be made in com¬ 
pliance wltih Chapter 310, Public Laws of 1967 (NJSA 52:14'15.9e) and 
under rules established by the Slate Department of Education. 

B. Saidmoniesandpertinentdocumeniation^llbetransmitteddirectly 
to NJEA for disbursement to the appropriate associations by the 15tit 
of the month of the current pay period. The Association Membership 
Chairperson shall keep membership records up to date and shall con¬ 
vey the iitiormation to the Board Oifice. 

C. Employees may Individually elect to have a percentage of their monthly 
salary deducted from their pay. These deductions shall be transferred 
to the credit union. To be eli^le for this "Summer Payment Plan," 
employees must be members of the credit union. Arrangements must 
be made witii the Board Secretary by June 30 prior to the affected school 
year. This program will be the only "Summer Payment Plan" offered 
by the district. 
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D. Employees may individually elect to have a designated sum of money 
deducted from their pay fw a tax-sheltered annuity. These funds shall 
be paid by the Board Secretary to the carrier of the plan designated by 
the Association, provided Aat a minimum of five persons elect to par¬ 
ticipate. 

E. Employees may individually elect to have a designated sum of money 
deducted from their pay for a Wkshington National Insurance Com¬ 
pany plan. These funds shall be paid by the Board Secretary to the 
carrier. 

F. All monies deducted voluntarily for deposit in the credit and/or tax- 
sheltered annuity shall be deposited promptly by the close of the pay 
period. 


Article XX 

MEDIA SPECIALIST 

If media specialists are employed for the month of July or August, 
they shall be compensated at one-tenlh of their annual base salary. 

Article XXI 

GUIDANCE COUNSELORS 

The ten-month contract for the Guidance CounseloKs) shall be of the 
same duration as that of the teachers plus ten additional days which shall 
be worked as specified by the Building Principal in consultation with ttie 
Director of Guidance. For this work counselors shall be paid a salary dif¬ 
ferential of 5%, the total payment, base and differential, to be listed as one 
figure on the contract and to be paid in 20 equal payments. 

Article XXU 

NURSES 

Nurses shall be given a thir^ minute lunch period of uninterrupted 
time within the building unless an emergency arises. 

Article XXm 

CUSTODUNS, HEAD CUSTODIANS, MAINTENANCE, 

BUS DRIVERS, SCHOOL AIDES 

A. Salaries and hours of work 

1. The salaries of all employees in this category are set forth in Sched¬ 
ules H,K, L. 
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2. The regular work week shall be 40 hours. All hours over 40 hours 
in any week shall be paid at the rate of one and one half (l-l /2) 
times the regular salary. Hours worked on Sundays and holidays 
(Ref: Para. C, this Article) shall be paid at the rate of two (2) limes 
the regular salary. 

3. The Board retains the right to hire personnel at hourly rates for 
full-time or part-time duties; however, such empk^rment arrange¬ 
ments ^11 not exceed twenty consecutive working days, after 
which theemployee must either be placed on the contractual guide 
or paid the hourly rates equivalent to the contract guide. The Board 
also retains the right to hire students for part-time duties at rates 
below ocmtractual guide, but agrees to consult with the Associa¬ 
tion through its President prior to any such planned use. 

B. Sick Leave/Temporary Leaves of Absence 

All employees covered by this Agreement shall be entitled to the same 
sick leave, including sick leave reimbursement. However, all 12 month 
employees will have twelve sick days a year and temporary leave of 
absence policies as apply to the professional staff. 

C. Insurance Protection 

All emplt^wes covered by tfiis Agreement shall be entitled to tiie same 
insurance protection policies as apply to the professimal s^ff. 

D. Uniform Allowance 

1. The equivalent of three (3) sets of unifbnns ^uill be furnished to 
each ^1-time custodian and four (4) sets of uniforms shall be fur¬ 
nished to each full-time maintenance person per calendar year by 
September 1 for those under contract The Board shall also provide 
rain gear and boots for those required to do outside work. For new 
personnel, these items shall be issued within 60 days <rf employ¬ 
ment. A pair oi safety shoes shall be provided annually to mem¬ 
bers of the maintenance staff. 

2. A set of tools shall be made available to the Head Custodian for 
each building. 

3. Maintenance personnel can submit a requisition up to $175.00 an¬ 
nually to replace personal tools lost or destroyed cm the job. 

4. Bus drivers will Ik provided with suitable jackets for work. 

E. Notice of termination of services - Schedules H, K, L 

Notice of termination of contract shall be given in writing by either the 
Board or ttte employee not less titan thirty (30) days before said termi¬ 
nation. In the event a termination or the abolition of a position Is re¬ 
quired as part of a reduction in force, such termination shall be effec¬ 
tuated hf laying off the most junior person in order of seniority. An

employee who has been RlFd or terminated asa result of abolition of a 
position may elect to replace an employee with less seniority in a job 
classification on Schedule H having a lower starting salary. He may 
not, however, replace an employee in a job classification on Schedule 
H having a highCT starting salary. Where an employee elects to "bump" 
anodier employee he shall be paid at the rate of the job he actually 
performs at his proper step. Pc^ dus purpose a seniority list shall be 
developed and kept up to date by the Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools. Such list shall be issued to the President of the BTEA no later 
than the end of the month of September.

This Agreement dtall be effective as of July 1,1995, and shall cat- 
tinue in effect through June 30,1998, subject to the Association's right to 
negotiate salaries and fringe benefits annually as provided in Article n 
and subject to the Association's ri^t to negotiate a Successor Agreement 
as jHovided in Article II. This Agreement shall nc^ be extended orally, and 
it is expressly understood that it shall expire on the date indicated unless 
extended by mutual agreement.
